Modern Garbage Disposal 


Proposed improvements to Edmon- 
ton garbage dumps are all very well as 
an expedient measure, but the time has 
surely come in this rapidly growing city 
when some more modern method of gar- 
bage disposal should be considered. 

Residents will be glad to hear that 
the malodorous dump at 82nd street near 
the river bank will be closed and that the 
refuse pile on the south side of the Fort 
Trail is to be covered with earth. 

It is good news, too, that some of the 
other dumps are to be enclosed with 
fences so that children cannot get into 


them. 


But this is no more than emergency 
treatment. And sooner or later the city 
must face the fact that the open refuse 
dump is as obsolete as the open sewer 
and almost as dangerous to health and as 


objectionable to the nose. 


The sanitary disposal of refuse has 
been a major civic problem in both Europe 


and North America. 


In some few cities of size refuse is 
still dumped into old quarries or spread 
over low-lying land. But it has become an 
almost universal practice to cover such 
deposits with earth and to spray them 
with a deodorant germicide.

of refuse disposal is by incineration, These 
incinerators or “destructors”, as they are 
called in England, are of many types and 


Since the refuse is fired at between 
1,800 and 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, there 
is considerable wear on the furnace body 
and frequent relining is usually necessary. 

The clinker is usually about 25 per 
cent of the mass of the refuse and in Eng- 
land this residue has been found excellent 
for road foundations and other construc- 


The cost of garbage incineration in 
England averages under eight shillings 


per long ton. In some United States plants 


the cost is well below this figure, 

In some plants in both England and 
the United States, the cost of incineration 
is reduced by utilizing the heat for the 
production of steam. 


It is true that incineration is the most 


costly form of garbage disposal. But it is 
also the cleanest and most effective. 


Whether Edmonton can afford in- 


cineration for all city garbage. is a matter 
for expert investigation. 

The problem could very well

This present Hindu expedition to 
force Hyderabad into the Hindu orbit has 
raised the question of division into a new 
pitch of sensitivity and emergency.

point of view will gain extra impetus now 
that pursuit of the separatist doctrine 
seems to be leading to civil war. It will 
gain further impetus through the death of 
Jinnah who, with Gandhi, was the most 
ruthless proponent of separation. 

With both Gandhi and Jinnah dead 
and with separatism threatening to plunge 
the country into violence, it is reasonable 
to expect that a new movement towards 
sub-continental unity will emerge from 
the present situation, 

The factors in the Indian situation 
have undergone radical change. And the 


status quo has taken on a new instability,

Nevertheless, Mr. Justice Man 
son was eminently right. His rep- 
Timand was timely. Indeed, the 
censure was exceedingly valu 
able because when respect for 
justice vanishes in a nation there 
is a perceptible crumbling of the 
entire social structure, 

In other words, when people 
fail to have reverence for justice 
they will soon fail to have rever 
ence for anything 


More Than 
Mere Form 


In this age of alleged liberty 
fraternity and equality there is 
@ marked tendency, especially 
among younger persons, to regard 
al! form and ceremony as so much 
useless hocus-pocus 

Fortunately the ritual of justice 
in British countries has more or

less escaped this zealous and 
juvenile “debunking.” But the 
tendency is there and sooner or 
later the courts will feel the ef- 
fect of this callow fury, if great 
care is not taken to protect the 
forms that house the essence. 

The truth is that the demonstra- 
ion of dignity in a court of law is 
not designed to abase the litigant 
w the lawyer or to titillate the 
‘go of a judge. 

It is designed to preserve the 
integrity of an institution with- 
sut which society would fall to 
pleces, 

Justice is the most fundamenta! 
f all our institutions, not only be- 
ause it is the highest of all 
purely human virtues, but becausé 
it is the symbol of orderly and 
ordered living. It represents sov- 
ereignty. It is the voice of author- 
ty. 

The absence of justice is chaos, 
just as the absence of democratic 
‘uthority is nihilism, 

And you can only preserve jus- 
ice by respecting it, 


Practical 
Purposes 


Bul the pomp and circum. 
stance of judicial procedure has 
also @ very practical purpose, 

The high dignity accorded the 
presiding officer in a court of 
law is definitely calculated to im- 
press upon that officer his aloof- 
ness from the weaknesses and 
temptations of other men, 

There is nothing in the world 
50 difficult to be as a good judge 
unless it is to be a good clergy- 
man 

The judge must divest aimself 
of all prejudices and biases, He 
must strip off his personal feel- 
ings and convictions, He must be- 
come, for the moment at least, 
the perfect symbol of society, 


punishing and rewarding and 
dividing, not necessarily sccord- 
ing to his own lights, but accord- 
ing to the standards of a code 
based as nearly as possible on 
pure justice, 

The office of Judge is pur- 
posely kept aloof in rare dignity 
and respect so that men may 
grow into it, 

And the system works, 

I have known some men otf 
mediocre talents to be elevated to 
the bench. I have never known of 
one man in this country to dis- 
Srace it, 


Idiosyncracies 
Of Behavior 


There are still other reason, 
why judicial practice in Canads 
\s clothed in a ritual which some 
modernists hold to be stilted and 
archaic, 

Justice is predicated on truth 
And it is remarkable how truth 
somehow finds its way to the sur- 
face in an atmosphere of extreme 
dignity and formality, 

Even if one should adopt the 
happy and unwarranted assump- 
tion that no men are liars, every- 
one can think of occasions when 
the truth has emerged in heavy 
disguise from those jovial “round 
table discussions” which are cur. 
rently preseribed as the solution 
of all human difficulties. 

The least candid of all human 
contacts is what is commonly 
described as a “man-to-man talk.” 
And the aura of any back slap- 
ping orgy is deceit. 

Most men tell the truth in 
court, They tel) the truth there 
because all the paraphernalia and 
equipment of guile are suddenly 
withdrawn from them, Face to 
face with the awful dignity of 
justice, their little human pre- 
tences appear too frail to support 
them in the effrontery of a lie,

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


By Dewitt Mackenzie 


The great Indian sub-continent, 
struggling with the dangerous 
vicissitudes of its new-found in- 
dependence, has been visited 
with two further fateful develop 
ments: 

1, Mahomed Ali Jinnah, gov- 
ernor-general of the Dominion of 
Pakistan, has died, thus depriv- 
ing this Moslem dominion of the 
man who created it and was its 
moving spirit, 

2.The Dominion of India, 
chiefly Hindu in complexion, has 
invaded the premier princely 
state of Hyderabad. The de- 
clared purpose of this move 
against the domain of the Nizam, 
most powerful of all the Indian 
rulers, is to maintain order, The 
Nizam is a Moslem while some 
four-fifths of his subjects are 
Hindus. 

At first glance these two 
events might seem to have small 
relation to each other, and it may 
indeed be that their paths will 
not cross, Still, there are ele- 
ments in them which could com- 
bine for either good or evil, 

Take Jinnah: This brilliant, 71- 
year-old leader was law unto the 
some 100,000,000 Moslems of the 
Indian peninsula. There was a 
time in his younger days when 
he urged unity between Moslems 
and Hindus, but in his later 
years he came out for Pakistan, 
that is, an absolutely independ- 
ent government for the Moslems. 
He was fiercely opposed to 
Mohandas Gandhi, who was the 
dominant figure in the Hindu 


world until his assassination 
early this year. 

Now with Jinnah gone, thers 
naturally is speculation whether 
this may ease the situation be- 
tween the two hostile Dominions 
—may even result in union be- 
tween the two in a federal gov 
ernment. 

Another angle revolves about 
the violent and often bloody dif- 
ferences between the Moslems 
and the Hindus, woning out of 
religious bitterness. This has crop- 
ped up in connection with the 
invasion of Hyderbad. Masses of 
demonstrators yesterday marched 
to the Pakistan prime minister's 
residence in Karachi and demand- 
ed that Pakistan declare war on 
the Dominion of India because of 
the Hyderabad affair. 

However, there obviously is no 
real basis for war between Pakis- 
tan and India, since Hyderabad 
lies wholly within India and 80 
per cent of its people are Hindus. 

Were Jinnah still at the helm, 
it's safe to say there would be no 
war over this issue, Still, reli- 
gious strife could grow out of it 
and communal fighting might 
spread throughout the Dominions 

In the same category is the 
question of whether Jinnah's 
death may ease the relations be- 
tween Pakistan and India. In any 
event, I venture this: 

Some day—maybe soon and 
maybe far away — Pakistan and 
India will unite under a federal 
government, because they are in- 
terdependent economically and 


because it is horse sense, 


language jinked them with Euro- 


pean progress, and the bridge 
has been broken, 
To those who believe that 


Christianity, whether adopted or 
merely accepted with some de- 
gree of co-operation and sym- 
pathy, can do much to repair a 
damaged structure, the import- 
ance of Italian participation in 
the new plan is obvious, 

Finally, the question arises as 
to which country is best fitted to 
add its experience to aid in the 


well-being of these temporarily 
parentless territories Italy, 
under her present political re- 


gime, can well meet the occasion.

The note has stirred some 
memories of that unique experi- 
ment in journalism since I was 
its news editor in London, its 
managing editor in Delmanhorst 
in northern Germany and in sole 
charge of “pin up” pictures on 
both 

I like to think now that the 
United Kingdom edition of the 
troop paper, which we put out 
in the Evening Standard offices 
in Shoe Lane, just off Fleet 
Street, was about as close to a 
newspaperman’s dream as any 
that’s ever gone to press. 

A small group of us had all 
the resources of one of London's 
best equipped plants, three avail- 
able wire services and a string 
of our own correspondents, We 
were not bothered with the irk- 
some demands of an advertising 
department or a need for circu- 
ation since we had a guaranteed 
audience as long as Canadians 
remained in uniform, 

Our readers, too, were of that 
dream variety who digest every 
word avidly in their desire to get 
some news from home. 

One Christmas, I remember, we 
used the whole front page for a 
picture of a scene in Quebec, It 
was a very simple picture, just a 
horse hauling a sleigh along a 
deep snow road, but it was a fine 
picture, too, with the steam com- 
ing from the horse's nostrils and 
you could almost hear the resin 
sound of runners on dry snow. 

I know that gave a lot of 
hard-boiled soldiers a sweet and 
mournful breath of home that 
Christmas night, Indeed, they 
wrote in droves to tell us.

In Germany 


Life on the Delmanhorst edi- 
tlon of the paper was not nearly 
as pleasant. The printing staff, 
linotype operators, head-setters 
and make-up men, were stolid 
Germans. The plant itself had 
been the headquarters of a 
Strength-Through-Joy newspaper, 

All of us, the soft-hearted cone 
querers, tried at first to ingrat- 
jate ourselves with the gloomy 
Teutons in the hope that they 
would produce a better looking 
paper.

They 
were setting type in a foreign 
language and sometimes we kept 
them late at night while we wait- 
ed for the Army Signals to relay 
the world-shaking news of who 
had won a Toronto Maple Leafs- 
Montreal Canadiens hockey game. 

When they complained of this 
over-time we had our interpreter 
explain that the game was an 
important part of the Canadian 
Strength Through Joy program.
